about the nature of that task: they know |

They have a single 
aim—victory ; and they are unanimous 
concerning the terms of peace which must 
follow victory. The same unanimity exists 
among all the responsible parties in the 
House of Commons. The views which the 
Prime Minister and the Leader of the 
Opposition expressed yesterday about the 
enemy's latest declarations and about our 
own purpose and duty were identical. Yet 
the first day of the new session found 
these two statesmen in conflict, found the 
House of Commons taking sides with one 
or the other, in the old spirit of party 
controversy. The thing is all the more de- 
plorable because no vital issue was at stake. 
Mr. Asquith’s criticism and Mr. Lioyd 
George s passionate reply were concerned 
with matters of detail—of exceedingly im- 
portant detail, but still only of detail. Mr. 
Asquith and his followers are increasingly 
anxious about the supremacy of civil 
authority; the man-in-the-street’s over- 
whelming anxiety is for the supremacy of 
our Armies in the field. The politicians 
have always been a little suspicious of the 
Supreme War Council of the Allies, fear- 
ing that it might filch the control of 
Britain s share of the war from the British 
Cabinet. Last November the Prime 
Minister stated that the Council would 
have “no executive power.’ Last week it

of earnings’ and the provision of facilities 
for the full use of inventions and improve 
ments designed by workpeople. The re 
construction of industry on these lines has 
been dictated by the recognition that the 
present circumstances offer a great oppor- 
tumity for securing a permanent improve- 
ment in the relations between employers 
and employed, while failure to utilise the 
opportunity is virtually certain to involve 
the nation in grave industria! difficulties 
at the end of the war. The actual pro- 
posals of the Whitley Report are appli- 
cable only to highly organised industried. 
The Committee, however, stated that the 
same general principles of practical co- 
operation must apply to the less well- 
organised trades, to meet whose case it 
will soon put forward definite recom- 
mendations. It stated in the meantime its 
considered opinion that “ an essential con- 
dition of securing a permanent improve- 
ment in the relations between employers 
and employed is that there should be 
adequate organisation on the part of both.” 
In Ireland, apparently, we are still think. 
ing in terms of the industrial conditions 
of 1912. We have no evidence, at least, 
that any of the Irish interests chiefly con- 
cerned have even yet begun to consider the 
industrial problems of reconstruction.
